In a Restriction Requirement/Notice of Lack of Unity dated October 1 , 2002, the 
Office restricted the claims of this application into 18 Groups. The characterization of 
the claims, as set forth in the Groups, is based on the claims that were originally 
submitted in the PCT application. However, the present National Stage application 
contains amended claims, which were submitted as an Annex at the beginning of the 
application. A copy of the Annex is attached. 

Because the Restriction Requirement/Notice of Lack of Unity is based on claims 
that are not currently pending in this application, it was issued in error. Furthermore, 
because the Restriction Requirement/Notice of Lack of Unity is based on claims that are 
not pending in this application, Applicants are unable to elect a Group for prosecution. 
In a telephone conference between the Examiner and Applicants' undersigned 
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representative on October, 17, 2002, the Examiner indicated that a response by 
Applicants that the Restriction Requirement/Notice of Lack of Novelty was based on the 
wrong claims would be considered responsive. 

In view of the fact that the Restriction Requirement/Notice of Lack of Unity is 
improperly based on claims that are not pending in this application, Applicants 
respectfully request that the Office withdraw it and examine pending claims 1-38.
